On Tuesday, March 22, 2011 a Regular Meeting of the Illinois Gaming Board (“Board”) was 
held on the 3 rd floor at 160 N. LaSalle, Chicago, Illinois. 

On Tuesday, March 22, 2011 at approximately 9:30 A.M. the following Board members were 
present: Members Charles Gardner, Eugene Winkler, Joseph Moore and James Sullivan. 
Chairman Jaffe participated via telephone. At 9:35 A.M. on Tuesday, March 22, 2011, Member 
Gardner called the meeting to order. Pursuant to Section 2(c), paragraphs (1), (14) and (21) of 
the Open Meetings Act and Section 6(d) of the Riverboat gambling Act, Member Gardner 
moved that the Board retire to Closed Session to discuss the items listed under Closed 
Session on today’s agenda and relating to the following subject matters: 

1. Personnel matters; 

2. Investigations concerning applicants and licensees; and 

3. Closed session minutes. 

Member Sullivan seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by voice 
vote. The Board recessed at 1:30 P.M. 

On Wednesday, March 23, 2011 the meeting reconvened at 11:33 A.M. Present were the 
following Board Members: Members Charles Gardner, Eugene Winkler, James Sullivan and 
Joseph Moore. Chairman Jaffe participated via telephone. 

The Board remained in Closed Session until approximately 12:20 P.M. The Board recessed and 
went into open session at 1:15 P.M. Present were the following Board Members: Members 
Charles Gardner, Eugene Winkler, James Sullivan and Joseph Moore. Chairman Jaffe 
participated via telephone. 

APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


Member Moore moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its Regular 
Meeting of February 16, 2011. Member Winkler seconded the motion. The Board approved 
the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 



OWNER LICENSEE ITEMS 


• Midwest Gaming & Entertainment, LLC - Hilary Cohen - Ownership Approval 

Based on a review of staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Moore moved 

to approve the following individual, who is a “minority person” or “female” as 
defined under the Illinois Riverboat Gambling Act and who intends to indirectly 
own interest in Midwest Gaming & Entertainment, LLC through Casino Investors, 
LLC.

The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote.

Board approve Don William Zlevor as an Occupational Licensee Level One in the 
position of Security Manager for Hollywood Casino-Aurora, Inc., in Aurora, 
Illinois.

• Shane A. Ischar - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation. Member Sullivan moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Shane A. Ischar, an Occupational 
Licensee, for failing to disclose all material changes in information to the Board. 

Further, Member Sullivan moved that the Board fine Shane A. Ischar $500. Said fine 
not to be paid directly or indirectly by the Owner Licensee and said action to take 
effect twenty-one (21) days from the date of service of the complaint unless the 
Licensee files an Answer within that time period. Member Winkler seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Terence D. McCranie - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Winkler moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Terence D. McCranie, an 
Occupational Licensee, for failing to disclose all material changes in information to 
the Board. 

Further, Member Winkler moved that the Board fine Terence D. McCranie $500. Said 
fine not to be paid directly or indirectly by the Owner Licensee and said action to 
take effect twenty-one (21) days from the date of service of the complaint unless the 
Licensee files an Answer within that time period. Member Moore seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Lawrence C. Miller - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Moore moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Lawrence C. Miller, an Occupational 
Licensee, for failing to disclose all material changes in information to the Board. 

Further, Member Moore moved that the Board fine Lawrence C. Miller $500. Said 
fine not to be paid directly or indirectly by the Owner Licensee and said action to 
take effect twenty-one (21) days from the date of service of the complaint unless the 
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Licensee files an Answer within that time period. Member Sullivan seconded the 
motion. The Board approved the motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Jennifer A. Crum - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Sullivan moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Jennifer A. Crum, an Occupational 
Licensee, due to her conviction for Theft By Deception, a crime of dishonesty. 

Further, Member Sullivan moved that the Board revoke Jennifer A. Crum’s 
Occupational License. Said action to take effect twenty-one (21) days from the date 
of service of the complaint unless the Licensee files an Answer within that time 
period. Member Winkler seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion 
unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Alberto T. Riscos - Occupational Licensee 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Winkler moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Alberto T. Riscos, an Occupational 
Licensee, due to his admission of violating the $200 maximum buy-in limit during a 
game of Texas Hold’em when he played $500 in black chips. 

Further, Member Winkler moved that the Board revoke Alberto T. Riscos’s 
Occupational License. Said action to take effect twenty-one (21) days from the date 
of service of the complaint unless the Licensee files an Answer within that time 
period. Member Sullivan seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion 
unanimously by roll call vote. 

• Caesars Entertainment Corporation - Key Person 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation. Member Moore moved that the 

Board issue a Disciplinary Complaint against Caesars Entertainment Corporation, 
a Key Person, based upon its failure to adequately review duplicate patron accounts 
as a result of Caesars’ acquisition of Planet Hollywood. This failure caused some 
Illinois SEPs to receive promotional materials from Harrah’s Joliet Casino & Hotel 
and Harrah’s Metropolis Casino. 

Member Moore further moved that the Board impose a fine of $100,000 on Caesars 
Entertainment Corporation. Said action to take effect twenty-one (21) days from 
the date of service of the complaint unless the licensee files an Answer within that 
time period. Member Sullivan seconded the motion. The Board approved the motion 
unanimously by roll call vote. 

Administrator Ostrowski stated that the June Regular Board meeting was re-scheduled from June 
21 and 22, 2011 to June 13 and 14, 2011. The Administrator also stated that Harrah’s 
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Metropolis Casino was closed for a few days due to the threat of flood waters from the Ohio 
River. 


At 2:10 P.M. Member Winkler motioned to adjourn and Member Sullivan seconded the motion. 
All Members voted in favor of adjournment.
